for this fiscal year, ending June 30,

year. This year's surplus is $200,00,- 
000 more than was originally estimat- 
ed and despite the cut in tax rates of 
last March will exceed the margin of 
last year by $0,000,000. 


SOUNDS PROSPERITY 


But not until there has been 
an> 


other year's test of the new revenue 
law, and a sounding of the extent of 
the present prosperity, the president 
said, can it be determined "what our 
permanent policy of taxation 
shall 


be." 


Mr. Coolidgo discussed the benefits 


of two possible means of disposing of 
the surplus—application of it to re- 
tirement of the public debt, or its re 
turn to the taxpayers—and left 
the 


choice entirely up to congress. 
He 


asked that if the latter course were 
pursued, it be accomplished by giving 
the- htaxpayers credit on their first 
two pavmcnts of the coming vear. 


DEBT STILL ENORMOUS 


"With our still enormous nationa' 


debt amounting to nearly 519,500,000,- 
000 a surplus can be no embarrass- 
ment," he said, "since it can be ap- 
plied without difficulty to the reduc- 
tion of the interest bearing obligations 
of the government and thus effect a 
saving in interest costs. Should con- 
gress be of the opinion that the sur- 
plus estimated for the current fiscal 
year based upon receipts expected to 
bo received under the existing law is 
too large, then I suggest a. temporary 
tax reduction measure which will cut 
down this expected surplus by leaving 
the excess in the 
pocketbooks of 


American taxpayers." 


Stating that the surplus included 


$200.000,000 In money previously spent 
by the government but just now re 
turned and which could not be count 
ed on the coming year, the president 
insisted that tlie new revenue law be 
given a full test betore it was revised. 


ADJUSTMENT DIFFICULT 


"Business can easily adjust itself 


to less expenses brought about by less 
taxes," he cautioned, '"but it is much 
more difficult to make an adjustment 
for more expenses made necessary by 
moro taxes. This is particularly true 
with respect to federal taxes, since 
the necessity of imposing additional 
taxes would arise from a decline in 
prosperity which would decrease gov- 
ernmental revenue below governmen 
tal expenditures, a decline which must 
also affect all taxpayers.

Price Trend, Lowden Says 


Chicago—W5)—The principal things 


o do for agriculture is to stablize 
prices of its products and make n 
mssiblo for the farmer to market his 
surplus in an orderly fashion and at 
a profit to him, Frank O. Lowren, told 
ho American Farm Bureau federa- 
ion Wednesday. 
Cooperation of the farmer himself, 


by developing marketing agencies of 
ho government, and of those who use 
ho products of the farm, he said, is 
necessary to attain that end. 


"With present 
day 
methods of 


arming, cost of production is as> vital 
i thing with the farmer as it is with 
bo manufacturers, he s>ald. "And yet. 
vhcn tho farmer complains he is not 
eceiving cost of production for 
tho 


hings he sells, he is told that the 


price of farm products are controlled 
not by the cost of production but only 
tho law of supply and demand. Un- 
der present conditions the farmer is 
not nearly so liable to suffer from a 
short crop as from a bumper crop." 
Mr. Lowden outlined the organization 
of a federal farm board, as a step 
which would help stabilize prices of 
farm products. He pointed out that 
such a body would not "fix" the price 
of anything but, by a systematic act 
as a stabilizer.

From the Brown-co 
line to Green Bay the going is much 
easier because Brown-co is making a 
real effort to keep its mam roads open. 


Street car service was slowed up

was conceived by Kinar Holboell, a 
mail clerk in a small Danish post-of- 
fico in Denmark. Bright Christmas 
stickers had been used for decorations 
and ho suggested that they might be 
used for health purposes. 


The Queen of Denmark was induced 


to sponsor the sale and tho proceeds 
were used to help crippled children in 
a.hospital. This means of aid to the 
sick was brought to the United States 
in tho form of tuberculosis Christmas 
seals. Since their coming the death 
rate from tuberculosis has decreased 
to such an extent that it is no longer 
one of the major causes of death in 
in this country. 
In 20 years, the 


number of deaths from tuberculosis 
has been cut from 200 to 90 in every 
100,000 people every year. 


Seals are sold at Ic each or $1 for 


a sheet of 100, such as the club has 
sent to citizens. Letters accompany- 
ing the stamps ask the recipient to 
keep all or a part of these seals to 
help the cause in the state and in 
Appleton. Half of- tho proceeds from 
the salo will remain here to be used 
for health work.

LIMITATION'S OF AXTISEI'TICS 


The question of the value of antiseptics in the 


first and and subsequent care of minor wounds and 
the home treatment of minor ailments is important 
enough in hygiene to deserve more consideration 
than most of us have given it. Not only laymen but 
sometimes even physicians, and very often. 1 think, 
trained nurses, fail to distinguish clearly the mere 
presence of germs from infection. This confusion 
oi two very different conditions leads to a great! 
deal of needless worry or anxiety, unnecessary or 
larmful treatment and unsound 
theorizing about 


:he nature and prevention of disease. 


A point of departure for much of this erratic 


caching in textbooks oa hygiene used in the com- 
mon schools seems to be the attempt of industrious 
f not studious authors of these textbooks to pre- 
sent in a comprehensible fashion the subject of 
human 
"carriers." 
To 
explain to lay students 


vithont any knowledge of bacteriology how certain 
veil persons may unknowingly serve as scources 
of epidemics of diphtheria, typhoid fever or other 
disease, takes the art and skill of the teacher. 


Bacterial cultures taken from the nose and throat 


of a large group of urban residents will generally 
show that eight of every 10 such persons harbor in 
heir saliva or nose and throat secretions 
pneu- 


mococci. germs capable of causing 
pneumonia, 


onsilitis, quinsey, coryza, sinusitis and many other 
serious 
sicknesses, but fortunately most ot" these 


pneumococcus carriers carry only thc least virulent 
train or type of the germ, now designated as type 
A". 
Under 
certain conditions, however, type IV 


pneumococci may develop high virulence, as hap- 
>ened 
among thc Rand miners in South Africa. 


The prevalence of pneumonia among miners be- 
came 
so alarming in that tropical place that it 


.hreatened to terminate British development there. 
They summoned our own doctor Gorgas, who had 
mastered a similar situation among 
the laborers 


building the Panama canal, and Gorgas quickly 
checked the pneumonia menace on the Rand, by 
he same method he had found effective in Panama, 
namely, separating the men into 
small scattered 


shacks instead of crowding them close together in 
bunks or barracks where it was practically impos- 
ibie for 
thc 
men to keep out of one another's 


pray range. Crowding was the cause of the undue 
irevalencc of pneumonia among the. laborers in 
'anama as well as among miners in the Rand, 
General Gorgas concluded. 


But before we go further perhaps we should set 


lown as simply as possible the distinction between 
he mere presence of germs, such as pneumococci 
or diphtheria bacilli in the saliva or in the nasal 
cavity or in the throat and the disease state or 
process which we call infection. Obviously it would 
make a good deal of difference whether one has to 
deal with gerrns on the surface of the skin, on the 
:urface of the teeth, on the surface of the tonsils, 
ir with germs which have penetrated beneath the 
ikin and are multiplying there, or germs which 
have invaded a root canal by way of a cavity, or 
vith germs which have established a focus or nidus 
or nest deep in a crypt of the -tonsil or even pene- 
rated the tonsil substance and formed an abscess in 
he tonsil. 


"Whatever 
purpose an antiseptic may serve, its 


nfluence is limited to the surface. 
Nothing has 


jeen found "which \vill penetrate any of the tissues 
or structures of the body and appreciably diminish 
the multiplication of disease germs therein, that is, 
without damaging the tissues too much. 


Glasses 


I am a 16 year old girl and I wear glasses. Do 


vou think a person can be fitted with'glasses in a 
ewelry store-as well as they can by an eye special- 
st? Is it true that glasses only enable you to see 
veil at present and that your eyes steadly fail if 
vou depend on them? I am very near sighted and if 
his is true I think I'll be blind before long. (j. D. 
.) 
Answer.—For a young person it is important to 


lave the accomodation put at rest by means of 
'drops"' in the eyes before fitting glassses. 
This 


may be done in a jewelry store quite as well as in 
a gymnasium or a military establishment. If you 
are near sighted the best way to conserve future 
vision is by wearing properly fitted glasses for all 
near work. The glasses instead of "weakening eye- 
sight," save your eyes from the damage of strain, 
which near sighted eyes are certain to suffer if 
used without the aid of glasses^ If you have been 
wearing poorly fitted glasses, or trying to use your 
eyes without glasses, you will find that the rest of 
the focusing apparatus which the "drops" give the 
eyes for a few days will do them considerable good.

ed committee with the hub of a wheel, 
and the various organizations with 
the spokes. Most of the latter, he 
pointed out, are working in some way 
to promote the Interests o£ the city, 
but often their efforts coincide with 
Ihose of some other group, and need- 
less duplication ensues. This could be 


largely eliminated, he maintained, by 
suggestions from the central commit- 
tee.

Vierke Murder In 1884

ticles appearing in the papers, that 
Michael Harris of 
Milwaukee, had 


asked to be permitted to return to the 
State prison at Waupun to spend the 
remainder of his lite. Tho i-riino for 
which Harris was given the sentence, 
was murder and was committed near 
Weyauwega in 1SS4. Harris lived on 
a farm five miles west of Weyatiwcga 
and Mr. and Sirs. Frederick Vierke 
lived on a small farm 
nearby. The 


murder was committee at a stable be- 
longing to Mr. Vierke a few rods from 
the house. It was thought at the 
time that robbery was what prompted 
the murder as the Vierke's 
were 


known to have a large sum of money 
which they kept at tho house. Mr. 
Vierke went out to do the chores, but 
when he did not return.

Find- 
ing the barn dark, she supposed he 
had gone to one of the neighbors. In 
the morning she notified the neighbors 
that her husband was missing.. One of 
them went to stable, and found 
the 


body of Vierke lying on a manure pile 
near the stable door, which was on 
the opposite side of the building from 
the house, his head having been split 
open with an axe. A light snow, and 
tho tracks from the stabl-' led to Har- 
ris' home. 
District Attorney John 


Bufur had Harris arrested and in less 
than 24 hours he had confessed 
his 


crime. 


Hurris had stationed himself at the 


stable door and when Vierke came out 
struck the fatal blow. Ho then be- 
came frightened and ran home, mak- 
ing no attempt to rob the house. At 
the trial. Judge AVebb presiding, testi- 
mony was given regarding a quarrel 
over the piling of some wood. Harris 
was found guilty and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. In 1916, after 32 years 
imprisonment, he was paroled -and 
went to Milwaukee where he secured 
employment In a. machine shop. After 
ten years work here, ho asked to be 
admitted to the prison again. Warden 
anil others tried to persuade him to 
remain at his job, but to no avail, and 
ho has returned to Waupun to spend 
the i-est of his life. Harris is over 70 


years oil, and is well remembered by 
many o£ the older residents.

ster-st, as "very poor and below stand- 
ard," the special committees named 
several weeks ago to settle controver' 
sies between Walter Zschaechner, 
building inspector, and Xoffke and 
Ben Lutz, ov>ucr of vho projects, 
day ruled it could not condemn the 
foundations to these structures be- 
cause there arc no laws here covering 
the safety of buildings.
